UCSB cops rout student take-over 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI> - Fifteen 
helmeted 
and 
clubwielding 
campus 
police officers broke into the computer 
center at the University of California, 
Santa Barbara today, ending a three- 
hour take over by about 20 students 
Santa Barbara Police Chief A W. 
Trembly said 20 persons inside the 
building surrendered peacefully shortly 
after midnight and were arrested. Five 
persons who had been outside the 
building also surrendered, he said. 
All 
were 
booked on charges of 
trespassing. 


Katie Jacobson, a reporter for the 
Santa Barbara News and Review who 
was in the building covering the protest, 
reportedly was among those arrested. 


Officers dispersed about 300 persons 
who had gathered in front of the $14 
millon computer center, which had been 
the scene of a student take over six 
years ago. 
Using bolt cutters, the campus police 
broke the locks and entered the building 
around 12:30a.m. PDT. 
A meeting was scheduled today to 


discuss the protestors' demands which 
included 
the 
forced 
retirement 
of 
Chancellor Vernon Cheadle. 
The protestors, who called themselves 
“Students 
for 
Collective 
Action.” 
entered the computer center at 9:30 
p.m. PDT and told everyone in the 
building to “get out, we’re taking over.” 
There was no violence and no damage 
was done to the computer. 


Among the group’s demands was a 
request that funds be reinstituted to the 
Black Studies Department, which was 


established after a similar takeover of 
the building six years ago.

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Ford proposes $507 million 


an to care for refugees 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - President 
Ford today proposed a sweeping $507 
million program of aid to care for South 
Vietnamese and Cambodian refugees 
through mid-1976. 
Ford sent a draft of the new aid bill to 
Rep. 
William 
Broomfield, 
R-Mich., 
senior GOP member of the House 
International 
Relations 
Committee. 
Broomfield said he would introduce it in 
the House later today. 
The measure has a so-called “open 
end authorization,” meaning it carries 
no set spending ceiling figure. But 
Broomfield said a fact sheet sent with 
the measure estimated the cost of 


caring for up to 150,000 refugees through 
June 30,1976, at $507 million. 
The White House bill was received on 
Capitol Hill as a House Judiciary 
subcommittee held hearings on the 
refugee issue 
L. Dean Brown, coordinator of the 
government’s refugee program, told 
that hearing no South Vietnamese would 
be resettled in economically hard- 
pressed sections of the United States. He 
said they would be dispersed as evenly 
as possible throughout the country. 


The President’s bill would provide 
humanitarian aid only. It contains no 


request for authorization of the use of 
U.S. troops as Ford sought earlier 
before the final evacuation of refugees 
from Saigon. 
Some Congress members wanted to 
give Ford that authorization even after 
the fact to clear away any doubts that 
Ford acted contrary to present law 
banning such use of troops without 
congressional approval. 
Broomfield said the White House 
estimated that as of today there are 
124,399 
South 
V ietnam ese 
and 
Cambodian refugees within the United 
States or en route. The final figure will 
reach about 150,000, he said. 
Quarter of Yanks in Thailand 
to leave — with Viet planes

Pentagon today announced a more than 
25 per cent reduction of U.S. troops in 
Thailand and disclosed that over Thai 
objections it will tiring back about 130 
U.S. aircraft flown into that country by 
fleeing South Vietnamese airmen. 
The number of authorized U.S. troops 
in Thailand will be reduced from 27,000 
to 19,500 by June, officials said. There 
are actually only 25,000 servicemen 
there now, mostly from the Air Force. 
The troop reduction, disclosed earlier 
in Bangkok, was described in a Thai 
ministry statement as the first step in 
an effort to phase out American military 
presence in Thailand by March, 1976.

Vietnamese aircraft to the United States 


had not been disclosed previously. 
A spokesman said the Pentagon had no 
immediate word on how many of the 
more than 300 U.S. planes based in 
Thailand would also be removed. 
He also declined comment on the Thai 
statement that all remaining Americans 
would be forced out of Thailand by next 
spring.

Defense officials have been saying for 
months they want to keep a residual 
force of about 10,000 men in Thailand. 
Another spokesman said the aircraft 
carrier Midway arrived in the Thai port 
of Sattihip during the weekend. He said 
the carrier was picking up helicopters 
and small planes that were abandoned 
by the defeated South Vietnamese air 


Martin sharply criticized 
for mishandling evacuation 


SUBIC BAY, Philippines (UPI) — Americans evacuated from Saigon in a last- 
minute helicopter operation were sharply critical today of U.S. Ambassador 
Graham Martin for his slowness and secrecy in carrying out evacuation plans. 
The refugees were flown to the USS Blue Ridge in the South China Sea and arrived 
in the Philippines Sunday. Martin was staying at the U.S. Embassy in Manila. 
“Martin just didn’t evacuate until he was forced to, leaving the deserving 
Vietnamese behind, the undeserving paying their way on, and the Americans having 
to claw their way over the embassy wall,” one senior U.S. official said. 
A similar charge was made last Thursday by ABC news correspondent Ken Ka- 
shiwahara who said Martin ignored North Vietnamese warnings and deadlines and 
finally left 450 South Vietnamese employes stranded in the courtyard when he 
boarded a helicopter to safety. 
The Chicago Tribune reported Sunday that Martin kept evacuation plans to 
himself during the last days of the embassy in Saigon and refused to divulge them 
even to Washington. 
As a result of Martin’s action, the Tribune said, embassy sources charged that the 
embassy compound became a "horror show the day of the evacuation with 
desperate Americans climbing frantically over the high embassy wall while 
thousands of frightened Vietnamese screamed and shouted in the street.” 


force Larger planes, like C130 cargo 
planes, will be flown out, he said. 
The Thai government announced last 
week that it would turn the planes over 
to the new Communist government in 
Saigon. But Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger insisted the United States 
holds title to the aircraft. 
Following two weeks of talks with 
U.S. officials, the Thai foreign minister 
in Bangkok issued a statement today 
announcing the cutback of U.S. troops 
and describing it as part of a total 
withdrawal. 
“Further discussions will be held on 
the details of what units will be involved 
and when they will leave Thailand,” the 
announcement said. 
Thailand, which has 1,000 miles of 
frontier with Cambodia and Laos, is 
trying to improve relations with North 
Vietnam, which has trained insurgents 
operating in Thai territory.

In anticipation of still more being 
picked up in the South China Sea, Brown 
said that he was asking Attorney 
General Edward Levi to extend “paro­ 
le” for admission to the United States to 
an additional 20,000 refugees from both 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. This,

allow 
150,000 
individuals to resettle here. 
At the same time, Brown added, he is 
asking Levi to liberalize the present 
limitations on categories of persons who 
might be granted refuge in the United 
States. 
“While we do not expect to extend the 
parole to 150,000, we need to have the 
standby authority which a new determi­ 
nation would provide,” he said. “Only in 
this way can we be equipped to care for 
those Vietnamese and Cambodians who 
are not able to find homes elsewhere.” 
Brown 
continued: 
“ For 
those 
Vietnamese and Cambodians who do not 
find homes abroad, and are accepted 
into the United States, it is important 
that we provide them with the essential 
reception 
facilities, 
health 
care, 
clothing, education, vocational training 
and resettlement assistance which they 
require to settle quickly and become 
productive members of our society. 
“We must avoid at all cost additional 
charges 
to financially 
hard-pressed 
states and local governments. ” 
Stating that he is working closely with 
nine voluntary agencies specializing in 
refugee relocation. Brown added: “We 
agree that the new arrivals should be 
dispersed 
as 
evenly 
as 
possible 
throughout 
the 
U.S., 
avoiding 
in 
particular resettlement in economically 
hardpressed areas.”

A survey showing a “substantial” number of 
downtown business people in favor of Downtown 
Revitalization Program street improvements and a 
Planning Commission reaction to the preliminary 
state coastal plan will highlight a regular session of 
the Lompoc City Council tomorrow night. 
The public meeting will being at 7:30 p.m. in the 
school district board room at 1301 North A St. 
The survey shows signatures of 14 merchants 
backing proposed improvements along South H Street 
and five signatures in favor of South I Street 
improvements. The work would be done to the blocks 
between Cypress and Ocean Avenues. 
Also, City Attorney Alan Davidson has reportedly 
worked 
out 
improvement 
agreements 
with 
a 
“substantial” number of these merchants. These 
agreements call 
for private 
improvements to 
downtown area businesses to go along with city- 
funded street upgrading. 
Revised 
from 
an 
earlier 
“serpentine” 
or 
meandering street concept, South H 
would be 
narrowed and 
left straight under the plans, and 
additional 
landscape 
work 
would 
be 
done. 
Landscaping would also be added to South I. South H 
would undergo “complete reconstruction” and South I 
would be resurfaced where needed.

saying that local government policies may be changed 
by the final dictates of the finished coastal plan. The 
document implies, they also believe, that local 
governments would be incapable o! implementing the 
plan.

The public is invited 
Kissinger denies panel 
told CIA to spy at home 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger today denied 
that the National Security Council ever 
ordered the Central Intelligence Agency 
to perform illegal domestic spying 
activities. 
"Since I’ve been in Washington, the 
National 
Security Council 
and 
the 
National Security Council staff did not 
concern 
themselves 
with 
domestic 
intelligence,” Kissinger said after a 2-V* 
hour appearance before the Rockefeller 
Commission The panel is investigating 
charges of illegal CIA domestic spying. 
Defense 
Secretary 
Jam es 
R. 
Schlesinger was scheduled to testify 
after 
Kissinger. 
Schlesinger 
briefly 
headed the CIA and is said to have 
ordered the investigation within the 
agency that led to the charges of illegal 
CIA domestic spying 
Kissinger came to Washington in 1969 
as a foreign policy advisor to former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
Kissinger refused to say whether he 
discussed alleged assassination plots 
involving the CIA with the commission 
but he said, “None of these allegations 
occurred during my period. 
“I do not want to go mto any further 


details of what I discussed But what 1 
said 
(about 
domestic 
spying) 
is 
unqualified.” 
Kissinger was asked about testimony 
by former CIA director Richard Helms 
who said that presidential pressure led 
to domestic spying activities by the CIA. 
“ No such concern was transmitted 
through me or through the NSC,’ he 
replied 
Prior 
to 
Kissinger's 
testimony 
William McCone, who headed the CIA 
from 1961 to 1965, appeared briefly The 
fourth witness scheduled was Walter 
Rostow, who from 1966 to 1968 served as 
special assistant for national security 
affairs to President Lyndon Johnson 
Kissinger joked briefly with reporters 
as he went into the vice president s 
office. 
“Where’s Dan Schorr0 I’ve got a new 
word for him,” Kissinger said 
He apparently was referring to last 
w eek's 
appearance 
before 
the 
commission by former CIA director 
Richard Helms. Helms, as he left that 
meeting, cursed Shorr loudly for his 
reports that the CIA was involved in 
plots to assassinate foreign leaders.

The county counsel’s office is contending that 
the County Civil Service Commission lacks 
jurisdiction to hold a full hearing on the appeal 
of Mrs. Barbara Wagner, former Sheriff s 
Department corrections officer, who contends 
she was harassed into resigning her position last

Counsel 
Bruce 
Dodds, 
representing the Sheriff s Department, which 
refused to consider Mrs Wagner’s subsequent 
request for re-employment, will argue Friday 
at a hearing before commission hearing officer 
Terrence Bonham that Mrs. Wagner lost her 
rights of appeal "by waiting too long to file the 
appeal after termination 
"Mrs. Wagner waited six months to file an 
appeal 
(in 
February I,’ ’ 
said Dodds. 
"Regulations say she must file an appeal within 
100days after leaving a job." 
Counter-arguments are due to be made by 
Mrs. Wagner’s attorney, Richard Adler 
The commission earlier approved a full 
hearing for Mrs. Wagner after a preliminary 
hearing in the County Building The hearing was 
set for the week of May 5. But some 10 days 
later, Dodds sent the commission a copy of 
points of authorities which he said supports his 
view the commission lacks jurisdiction in the 
case 


The arguments by Dodds and Adler before 
Bonham, who is a Santa Barbara attorney, will 
take place in the conference room of the county 
counsel’s office. The commission will not be on 
hand at this time. 
Mrs Wagner said harassment from sheriff’s 
officers came after she complained to her 
superiors about the treatment she saw accorded 
to a male prisoner in March, 1974. She claimed 
that

that 
the 
prisoner 
was 
manhandled 
unnecessarily 
resulted 
in 
"pressure" being put on'her that led to her 
resignation. 
Sheriff’s Inspector Fritz Patterson told the 
commission at the preliminary hearing there

The district attorney’s office made an

prisoner beating, the commission was told, as 
outgrowth of a visit to that office by Mrs.

Zarb contends energy 
situation worse now 
than before embargo 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif (U P I) - Last 
week, the country’s largest Marine base was 
relatively empty. Today it is a bustling, Asiatic 
city of more than 8,000. 
Camp Pendleton, stretching across the costal 
hills between Los Angeles and San Diego, is 
filled with Vietnamese signs and loudspeakers 
giving instructions in their native tongue. 
The Vietnamese who came here to find new 
homes are encamped in a green valley with a 
terrain and climate considerably different from 
their homeland The refugee camps are nestled 
in low, brush-covered mountains and cooled by 
breezes from the Pacific Ocean less than five 
miles away. 
The late night fog and damp mornings 
prevelant 
in 
Southern 
California 
beach 
communities cause some discomfort to those 
used to the steamier environment of their 
homeland 
The children greet the disruption in their lives 
with smiles and laughter. But the adults, caught 
up in the red tape and the problems of finding a 
home, jobs and some security, seem more 
somber 
They find life more complicated than the 
children, 
most of whom seem 
to enjoy 
themselves almost as if they were a*vay at a 
week-long summer camp. The adults, whether 
they have sponsors or not, must fill out lengthy 
biographical forms for security checks. 
Many of them don’t know where they will go 
or what they will do when they get there. 


Economic box score 


Many of the youngsters peer shyly from 
behind tent flaps, gazing at visitors with 
wondering eyes. Others race merrily through 
rows of quonset huts in age-old games like 
follow-the-leader. 
Most of the children are enveloped in Marine 
khaki jackets, much too big for them but some 
comfort against the chill. Yellow spring flowers 
picked by the children brighten many of the 
quonset huts and tents that serve as temporary 
homes. 
Some refugees got a tantalizing first look at 
America on the bus ride to the base, whizzing 
down the eight-lane San Diego Freeway, past 
orange trees sagging with fruit. They passed a 
large shopping plaza, a luxurious senior citizens 
development decorated with flower gardens and 
water fountains, a lush golf course, a high-rise 
motor hotel, and several lots of shiny, new cars. 
But not all the cultural difference were 
outside the camp. 
Three little girls and a boy sitting with their 
father in the Marine mess hall were models of 
decorum. TTiey had eaten all the rice from their 
paper plates, but stared in bewilderment at the 
fried pork chops 
Finally, mindful of the need not to waste food, 
the little boy gravely picked up his chop and 
placed it on his father’s plate. The girls did the 
same. The father looked at the stack of chops in 
his plate, his own also untouched 
Then he looked at the children, smiled, and 
they all broke out in giggles. 


Inflation's grip weakening 


WASHINGTON (U PII - The 
energy situation is worse today 
in the United States than it was 
before the Arab oil embargo, 
says Federal Energy Adminis­ 
trator Frank Zarb. 
And a new embargo would be 
worse than the first, he said 
Sunday. 
If it happens, his 
agency has a plan to make 
gasoline rationing operational 
within 90 days. 
‘‘Everything is going the 
wrong 
way’’ 
in 
America’s 
energy equation, Zarb said in 
an interview with U.S. News 
and World Report. “ Production 
in this country is declining, and 
at the same time demand is 
rising. Imports make up the 
difference. 
“ The crisis, when you look at 
the facts, is worse than before 
the Arab oil embargo of 1973-74. 
We are now vulnerable to the 
extent that 38 per cent of our 
supply comes from abroad and 
this soon will rise to 40 per 
cent. 
“ Another embargo, which we 
could have at any time, would 
be more crippling that the 
first.’’ 
Zarb said in the event of 
another embargo, the major 
U.S. goal would be to minimize 
unemployment. 
“The first step would be 
immediate implementation of 
a state-by-state fuel allocation 
plan with fairer distribution 
than we had the first time 
around, “ Zarb said 
“ The most extreme step, if 
necessary, would be gasoline 
rationing We have a plan for 
that, which could be fully 
operational within 90 days.” 
He disputed Treasury Secre­ 
tary 
W illiam 
Sim on’s 
prediction that oil prices will 
fall, saying a sustained world 
economic 
recovery 
would 
mean heavier demand for oil 
and 
little 
incentive 
for 
producers to cut prices. 
Simon predicted Sunday fo­ 
reign oil prices would drop by 
the end of the decade as 


consuming 
nations discover 
their own fuel supplies. 
In a related development, 
freshman Rep. David Emery, 
R-Maine, has his own energy 
conservation program, one he 
said 
is 
a 
middle 
ground * 
between President Ford’s un­ 
popular oil import tariff and 
the import quotas favored by 
many House Democrats. 
Emery’s plan would place a 
flexible dollar limit on oil 
imports, rather than restrict 
import volume or heavily tax 
each barrel brought into the 
United States. 
Such a system, Emery told 
UPI in a weekend interview, 
would give the oil industry a 
vast incentive to find and buy 
the least expensive foreign oil 
available. 
Because the new plan places 
an 
emphasis 
on 
lowering 
prices, 
he 
said, 
it 
might 
penalize consumers far less 
than either of the other two 
programs. But over a two-year 
period it would cut the total 
spent on imports $3 billion 
below this year's $25 billion 
level. 
Emery introduced his bill in 
the 
House 
Wednesday. 
Although the measure was all 
but obscured by other events he 
said he has attracted about half 
a dozen supporters. 
Emery says his plan would 
work this way: 
Imports would be limited to a 
maximum value of $22.5 billion 
during the first year after its 
adoption. In the second year, it 
would cut the ceiling back to an 
even $22 billion. After two 
years, Congress would review 
the situation and decide what 
further action to take. 
The 
Federal 
Energy 
Administration would set an 
average import price every 
three months. Any oil imported 
at prices more than 5 per cent 
below the FEA average would 
not 
be 
counted 
against 
a 
company’s share of the total 
dollar ceiling.

Crime Unit has recently completed data 
on retail gun sales in the South Coast 
area of Santa Barbara County and the 
results of the study appear to negate 
some of the preconceived opinions about 
who buys handguns and raises some 
disturbing implications if the current 
trend continues 
The 
d a t a 
was 
collected during 1974 
and analyzed to deter­ 
mine possible trends 
and identify problem 
areas. Eleven retail 
o u t l e t s 
w e r e 
researched 
and 
the 
data collected does 
not 
include 
any 
information on sales 
by 
private 
parties 
through newspaper or 
magazine ads, at gun 
shows or 
by other 
direct 
transactions. 
They state that no 
supportable estimates 
can be made on the 
amount of these sales 
On the average, over 100 handguns are 
purchased every month, a ratio of one 
handgun bought this past year for every 
135 men. women and children in the 
South Coast area. 
It is interesting to note that the study 
shows that 55 per cent of the handguns 
were sold to persons aged 21 to 35, a 
group which comprises only 28 per cent 
of the South Coast population 
The 
greatest amount of handguns were 
purchased by persons 21 to 25, but, as a 
percentage of the population, the group 
aged 26 to 30 made the most handgun 
purchases, followed closely by the 31 to 
35 age group 
In terms of a ratio of handgun 
purchases in proportion to their share of 
the 
population, 
approximately 
one 
person in every 50 of the age group 26 to 
30 purchased a handgun in 1974. The 


study 
said 
that 
the 
percentage 
distribution of age groups in the South 
Coast population was based on data 
continued in the 1970 census and applied 
to 1974 
The crime unit’s conclusions are 
interesting 
“The 
largest 
age 
group 
as 
a 
percentage of the population is presently 
15 to 19 years old If the 1974 pattern of 
sales by age group continues, sales of 
handguns will rise in future years as 
members of the largest age group 
become 21 since, at present, the greatest 
number of handguns are bought by those 
aged 21 to 25. From the information 
available, no specific causes can be 
identified for the large numbers of 
handguns being purchased by young 
adults

results of

definitely nullify the preconception that 
most purchasers of handguns would be 
middle-aged property owners

in the notion of res adjudicata: the 
answered question. To begin to doubt 
everything is, often, less a quest for 
truth, than an act of vanity, or a venture 
in iconoclasm. 
Most recently we heard the Reverend 
Jesse Jackson say that he was no longer 
convinced that Dr. Martin Luther King 
was shot down by James Earl Ray. By 
whom, then? Brace yourself: by the CIA 
and the FBI. If this were true, it would 
undoubtedly be unique in history as an 
act in which the CIA and the FBI 
actually managed to coordinate. 
In fact — of course — there is no more 
evidence that the CIA shot down Martin 
Luther King than that Jesse Jackson 
did. Jackson, as a matter of fact, was 
standing next to Dr. King when the fatal 
bullet was fired. The CIA’s budget has 
been trimmed in the years since detente 
began, but one cannot suppose that if the 
CIA was engaged in shooting down black 
civil 
rights 
leaders, 
they’d 
have 
begrudged 
themselves 
some 
extra 
bullets to polish off Dr. Jackson while 
they were at it. 
Jesse Jackson's charge, coming from 
a man of considerable intellect and 
restraint, is foolish, and prejudicial to 
serious 
revisionist 
inquiry 
— 
by 
persuading the public at large that the 
protesters 
are 
ideologists 
on 
the 
historical make. 
Which brings us to the assassination of 
Senator Robert Kennedy. Mr. Allard 
Lowenstein, 
the 
lawyer, 
politician, 
author, and reformer, who is given to 
turning the pages of progress from right 
to left, has emerged as the leader of the 
movement to re-examine the question 
whether Sirhan Sirhan actually killed 
Robert Kennedy. 
He was recently asked: “How much 
difference, actually, does it make9 What 
if it happens that some other person 
fired the lethal shot? Since no one 
doubts that Sirhan Sirhan was there, 
firing at Kennedy and attempting his 
assassination, is there more at stake in 
reopening the inquiry than merely 
identifying the other assassin?” 
Yes, says Mr. Lowenstein. “Because 
that other assassin, quite apart from our 
desire to find him and punish him (even 
if doing so would not substantially 
diminish 
Sirhan’s 
sentence) 
could 
reveal a network of backers who 
planned 
Robert 
K e n n e d y ’s 
assassination. If such a body of men 
exists, capable of frustrating American 
democracy and getting away with it, it 
is the sovereign responsibility of the 
Republic to find it out.” 
Such is fantasy. But it happens that 
Mr. Lowenstein, reviewing the work of 
additional 
skeptics, 
has 
detected 
anomalies in the State’s case. These are 


not, in my offhand opinion, the stuff on 
the basis of which one reverses one’s 
judgment. But what is singular about 
them is that the more firing of one 
bullet 
from 
Sirhan’s 
gun 
could 
conceivably put them to rest. The Los 
Angeles prosecutor declines to fire the 
gun, on the grounds that the ballistics 
experts could then still be disagreed 
about the fatal bullet’s provenance, 
leaving the personal guilt of Sirhan as 
though it was attached to perpetual 
historical ambiguity. - 
Lowenstein 
replies 
that, 
on 
the 
contrary, at least by firing the gun the 
police might rescue their case from 
where it now sits — precisely in 
perpetual doubt. My own feeling is that 
Mr. 
Lowenstein’s advocacy of the 
double gun theory alone makes it serious 
and 
worth 
examining. 
He 
is 
a 
responsible man, distinctly of another 
breed from the Mark Lanes. I hope he 
will prevail in Los Angeles.
